first degree murder May 7 for 
the slaying of Mrs. Leonard 
Dever and four of her daugh- 
ters last Dec. 20. The jury did 
not recommend a life sentence, 
making the dealh penalty man- 
datory. 


Harris already had been con- 


victed of the slaying of Dever 
and sentenced to life in prison. 


Two surviving Dever children 


said a man came to their home, 
shot their parents while trying 
to rob them, then set fire to the 
house, killing the girls. 


Judge John Mosby asked Har- 


ris before sentencing if he had 
anything to say. 


"I haven't killed anyone, any- 


time, any place, any where," 
Harris said. "The State of Ar- 
kansas has very little to go on. 
Thank you." 


"Mr. Harris, thai was all sub- 


mitted Io the jury and they ren- 
dered their verdict," the judge 
said. 


"Thank you," said Harris. He

Fought Klan, 
Now Fighting 
Paralysis 


By RICHARD C. BAYER 


LUMBERTON, N.C. (AP)-In 


1953 Willard Cole won a Pulit- 
er Prize for a public crusade 
against Ku Klux Klan terrorists. 
Today he is waging a personal 
Battle against partial paralysis. 


Cole was editor of the semi- 


weekly Whiteville News-Report- 
er when he shared a Pulitzer 
aublic service award and other 
national press citations with W. 
Horace Carter, editor of the 
Tabor City Tribune, for three 
years of courageous campaign- 
ing against the KKK. During 
that period, hooded night riders 
terrorized 
t h e 
southeastern 


North Carolina countryside with 
floggings and cross burnings. 


On Christmas Day, 1961, he 


suffered a stroke that paralyzed 
his legs and 
left arm and 


blocked part of his memory. 
"First they thought they would 
just let me go ahead and kick 
the bucket," Cole recalled. But 
after an operation and three 
months rest he was back at his 
typewriter. 


He still moves and talks slow- 


ly. His left arm hangs by his 
side. But his memory is again 
sharp. 


Last December, Cole left his 


job as editor of the Lumberton 
Post and, at 58, started his 
own semiweekly — the Robeson 
County Enterprise. 


Recently, he sat in the old 


store which serves as his office 
and recalled his war with the 
KKK. 


"Some people thought I was 


an s.o.b. and some thought I 
was a pretty smart guy. 


"Things started to get pretty 


hot so I carried a gun every 
inch of the way. 
It got so I 


backed away from anybody who 
got too close. 


"I let the word out around 


town that my wife had a shot- 
gun and my boy, who was 17 at 
the time, had a 16-shot carbine. 


"I told my son, 'They may 


get me one of these days, but 
you just take that carbine and 
sweep it around in front of the 
house and don't worry about 
me." 


During the Man's reign of 


terror in Columbus County, 13 
persons, most of them white, 
were taken from their homes 
and flogged. 


"Integration wasn't an issue 


at the time," 
Cole recalled. 


"They were after the type of 
person who spent his money on 
liquor instead of on his family." 


Informants from within the 


ranks of the KKK finally pro- 
vided police with enough in- 
formation to make mass ar- 


sault and conspiracy, were con 
victed. Prison terms ranged up 
to six years. 


They included former police- 


men, businessmen, farmers and 
two National Guard officers, all 
ted by Thomas L. Hamilton, a 
portly ex-grocer from Leesville, 
S.C. He got four years.

General Assembly a law was 
passed making it illegal to wear 
a mask or a hood in public.

kansas Supreme Court today re- 
versed the first degree murder 
conviction of Frederick Rush of 
rort Smith who was sentenced 
o life in prison for the shooting 
of his foster father. 


The Supreme Court reversed 


he conviction and ordered the 
new trial on three counts — be 
cause Rush was not granted a 
change of venue, because a 
iuror who had discussed 
the 


case with a potential witness 
was not disqualified and be- 
cause a pistol which was not 
used in the alleged crime was 
admitted into evidence.

cousin, 
Raymond 


Wood, and one Carolyn Brown 
entered into a conspiracy to kill 
Rush's stepfather, Paul Rush. 


The elder Rush was fatally 


shot in the basement of the 
V&R Sales Co., a family fimu- 
ture factory in Fort 
Smith, 


about 11 p.m. May 13, 1962. 


Young Rush was tried first 


and convicted. In separate trials 
"ater Wood and Miss Brown 
,vere acquitted. 


The Supreme Court said there 


appeared to be no question that 
Rush was entitled to a change 
of venue because of widespread 
publicity given.the.case. 


It said that juror C. E. Laws 


.old the court on examination 
hat he had discussed the case 
and that he had an opinion 
which would lake evidence to 
•emove. 


"We have found (no case) 


holding that one is qualified to 
serve on a jury who has talked 
wilh a witness in the case and 
las formed an opinion 
that 


would t a k e evidence t'o re- 
move"-, the Supreme Court said 
n 
a 
unanimous opinion by 


Associate Justice Sam Robin- 
ion. "We have at least two 
cases to Ihe contrary. The 
(trial) court erred in holding the 
venireman, Laws, qualified to 
serve as a juror.' '

Supreme Court opinion was one 
thai Carolyn Brown leslificd she 
and Wood used for target shoot- 
ing on a mountain lop near Fort 
Smith on the night that' the 
elder Rush was slain. 


"The pistol in question is very 


heavy for a .22 caliber," Robin-, 
son wrote. "It has a nine inch 
barrel and is rather wicked look- 
ing. The very fact that the pistol 
was admitted in evidence could 
have had a tendency to confuse 
the jury, notwithstanding there 
is no contention on the part of 
the state that the pistol w a s 
used in the killing."

jury should have been told that 
the state's main witness against 
Rush, Pat Taylor, was consider- 
ed an 
accomplice 
and 
that 


under the law her unsupported 
testimony could not be used to 
convict Rush.

jury that as a matter of law, 
she was an accomplice," Robin- 
son wrote. "The instruction is 
not inherently erroneous a n d 
appellant (Rush) made no speci- 
fic objection."
